To  the  Needlewoman 


IN  order  to  obtain  satisfactory  results  in  knitting  and  crocheting  any  of  the  models  given  in  these 
directions,  it  is  most  important  that  Good  Shepherd  Fingering  Yarns  be  used,  and  in  each  case  the 
qualities  most  suitable  for  models  are  given. 

It  is  also  \?>:y  important  that  the  needlewoman  secure  a  Good  Shepherd  Needle  Gauge  so  that  the 
proper  size  knitting  needle  or  crochet  hook  will  be  used,  as  on  this  depends  the  finished  size  of  the  work.

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Directions  for  the  Use  of  Good  Shepherd 
Cygnet  Yarn  Brush 

HOLD  the  brush  in  the  right  hand,  with  thumb  on  the  corner  which  has  been  rounded  out.  This 
will  bring  the  wire  hooks  pointed  towards  the  user.  Hold  the  fabric  which  has  been  knitted  or 
crocheted  of  Good  Shepherd  Cygnet  Yarn  firmly  in  the  left  hand  and  bring  the  brush  gently  in  contact 
with  it,  at  the  same  time  turning  it  slightly  upwards  with  the  thumb,  thus  drawing  the  brush  away  from 
the  fabric,  which  allows  the  fibers  of  the  yarn  to  cling  sufficiently  to  the  brush  to  draw  them  out  with- 
out being  broken. 
This  should  be  repeated  until  the  fabric  has  the  appearance  of  fur. 


KNITTED  BUTTONS.  Cast  on  No.  8  steel  needles  7  sts.,  k.  1  row,  k.  in  ridges,  increase  1  st.  on 
each  end  of  needle  every  other  row  until  13  sts.  are  on  needle  or  a  required  number  of  sts.  to  cover  wooden 
mould,  k.  7  ridges  or  as  many  ridges  as  required,  k.  in  ridges,  decrease  1  st.  every  other  row  on  each  end 
of  needle  until  7  sts.  are  left,  bind  off,  leave  about  10  inches  of  yarn,  break  off  yarn  and  draw  around  cover, 
slip  in  wooden  mould  and  draw  together,  fasten. 

TO  BIND  OFF  STS.  WITH  A  CROCHET  HOOK  WHEN  KNITTING.  Have  all  sts.  on  left-hand 
needle,  insert  hook  in  first  loop  on  needle,  yarn  over  hook,  and  draw  yarn  through  loop  on  needle,  slip 
the  loop  from  knitting  needle,  *  insert  hook  in  next  loop  on  needle,  yarn  over  hook,  and  draw  yarn  through 
the  loop  on  needle  and  the  loop  on  hook,  slip  the  loop  from  knitting  needle,  repeat  from  *  until  sts.  are 
bound  off,  ch.  1,  break  off  varn.
